Prohibition Not Small Issue 

We do not agree with those newspapers and individuals 





who state that the prohibition question is a minor issue-—it is; 
one of the most important issues before the country. With the | 
moral and physical condition of the present and future gen- 
erations at stake-—as well as the prosperity of millions—we 
do not see how the prohibition issue ean be considered a minor 
ene. This paper does not like the straddle of the Republiean| 
party on the question—but no other party is likely to take any 
other stand, exeept the prohibitionists. It is therefore up to 
the people of the country to ereate the proper attitude through. 
out the country which will defeat foes of prohibition. Prohi: | 
bition forces are getting to work in a real earnest manner How | 
and results should be satisfactory. If this question of prohi- | 
bition is again put to a vote it should be deeided by the direct 
vote of the people and not by convention. | 

| 





All will admit that prohibition has not brought the results 
wished for, but it is undoubtedly as nearly enforced as many 
other laws. One of its greatest drawbacks has been in the fact 
that many who have been on the payroll of the enforcement | 
forees have been nothing less than dastardly traitors and hese 
in cahoots with the liquor forees. 

However, there has not yet been devised a plan whereby | 
liquor can be legalized without bringing back-the evils of the 
open saloon. As was remarked at the recent Republican Fa 
tional convention, there are a great many who are voters to- | 
day who have little or no reeollection of the evils of the days | 
when saloons and numerous in every hamlet 
as well as in the larger centers of population. Those who re- 
member the old days cannot truthfully state that conditions| 
were not worse then than now. The big task at hand is that 
of eonvineing those who knew nothing of ‘‘the old days’’ that | 
prohibition is better than the open saloon, which seems to he j 
a difficult one 

Our friend, Art MeBride, of the Lallabra Star, who appar- 
ently tries to analyze the situation in an unbiased way, reasons 
thus : 

“The average citizen is not satisfied in his own mind as 
what he wants in the way of a settlement of this problem. 
knows the present condition is not satisfaetory. 
know just what in order to make it 
‘factory. The extremist on either side has his own mind made 
up and will not be changed, but 
the in-between people that he is wholly right 

“This puts the whole issue in an unsettled 
there it likely left.
